The hill to the north also 
slopes away sharply from the top' of 
the hill and a deep ravine cuts into 
the plain at a ppint to the south. 


The outline of the village can still 


be seen in the ditch which surrounded 
the place and the outlines of the 
walls, the rings where the houses once 
stood and other factors of the long 
ago Indian headquarters are all to be 
observed. 
One item, a community 


grinding stone, worn in the top of a 
great boulder, remains to show the 
actuar work of the years ago. 


The .place is commanding. Hun- 


dreds of feet below is the Missouri. 
Between the bluff and the river are 
trees, whils the cross-river country 
is a plain. Down the river, its waters 
are crossed by the railroad and the 
new -vehicular bridge, but excepting 
for these the river can be seen unob- 
structed for miles. Across the river 
in an angle in the hills is Mandan. 
Down the river a little ways was Fort 
A. Lincoln, and on the hilltop above 
that its predecessor in Indian fighting, 
history. 
Still farther south, beyond 


the bend of the Missouri, rises a high 
peaked butte, while the hills- roll back 
to meet the sky as far as the eye can 
reach. 


Away from the river, the eye looks 


down upon a farmstead, then follows 
for a few miles a wonderful valley, 
and then the plain broken by an oc- 
casional farmhouse, until the capitol 
building and some of the other build- 
ings of Bismarck come into view, with 
the wide stretchng benches to the 
east of Bismarck in the distance.

O. CHamond, statistician for the fed- 
eral bureau of markets and crop es- 
timates: 


"A typical late spring, not unfavor- 


able excepting in the retardation of 
field work and pastures, say report- 
ers. Fields generally are just about 
free from snow and frost and are dry- 
Ing slowly, due to low temperaturea 
On an average, field work Is reported 
about two weeks later than last year, 
•with no seeding of consequence to 
date. 
Moisture conditions, generally 


satisfactory for the state as a whole, 
are considered above the average hv 
correspondents in the western ihalf ol 
the state-. Roads, excepting highways, 
are still In poor condition. 


Grain Besen-es Low 
"Farm reserves of grain, with the 


exception of corn, are placed below 
last year'if average, but are considered 
by reporters to be generally sufficient 
for feed and seed -equireraents. A few 
reports from western and southwest- 
ern poimts say that some shipment in 
for both: feed and seed needs will be 
necessary. Potato stocks appear to be 
'Somewhat uneven, although held to be 
sufficient for all needs. 
Weather 


conditions hav- continued favorable 
for rye, the spring condition of which 
is above average. 


Late Improvement 
"While the condition of livestock, 


due to toe severe winter, appears to 
be slightly below average, 
reports 


note some improvement since April 
1 In sections where feed 'has been 
-short stock is reported thin and weak, 
especially horses.

but green feed for moat part has not 
yet started.

To do this they practice scientific feed- 
ing, close culling of the flocks so as to 
retain the layers and to quickly market 
the non-layers and maintain the flock 
during the cold weather In a well-con' 
structed poultry house. In fact> man- 
agement of a poultry flock is a science 
in Itself. 


Shown hi the accompanying ^llWst 


tlon Is a good, but not expensive poul- 
try house that will furnish adequate 
quarters for a flock of 200 chickens. 
This house is 14 feet wide and 60 feet 
long, which gives each hen slightly 
more than four square feet of space. 
The house is divided Into five sections, 
each of which may be closed to the 
next one. 
Thus the pullets, which, 


when they are about to lay, should 
not be allowed to run with old hens, 
may be kept 'separate, and the flock 
can be divided so that none of the 
diseases hens are subject to will 
sweep through the whole house nhonld 
they get a start. 


This house is of frame construction, 


set on a concrete foundatloa. 
It 


should be located on a weir-drained 
site, preferably a piece of ground 
that slopes toward the south. One 
side has many windows, and this side 
should face the south so as to get 
the full benefit of the son on the 
short winter days. The concrete floor 
should be covered with litter and die 
feed scattered In It, thus forcing the 
bins to exercise In order to get 
their feed. 
The feeding should be 


done regularly at stated hours, and 
should be a balanced ration, composed 
of such food as the hens get in rammer 
when they are allowed rang* over the 
farm. The windows provide ventila- 
tion, which Is essential for the health 
of the flack. However, cnro should be 
taken on cold and windy days not to 
allow the outdoor nit to come lu sn 
8» to bit the chickens directly. A 
fold draught sweeping .through the 
house causes roup, or Infloensu:, which 
in a short time will kill many of the 
birds.

county soldiers' memorial hospital, 
which was authorized by popular vote 
two yeaw ago, was favored by the 
concensus of opinion of a recent meet- 
ing here of interested citizens and 
representatives of organizations.
